are all aware how remarkable part German played our 
educational system before the World War. those days ignorance 
the German language was almost unthinkable eultivated per- 
son. Literary men felt they must abie read the great monu- 
ments German literature the original. Every scientist was 
aware that inability read German was likely mean virtual 
paralysis his work. The business man knew that acquaintance 
with German created the possibility contacts with what the 
time was one the most powerful industrial organizations the 
world. Hence even late 1914-15 there were enrolled Ger- 
man the high schools the United States 312,358 students 
against 136,131 

The war completely shattered this picture. German many 
quarters was suddenly regarded worthless, not dangerous, 
and the number students dwindled handful. 

Within year two the situation has decidedly improved. Al- 
most everywhere the importance German begins again ap- 
preciated. The number boys and girls taking German has ma- 
terially increased, newspapers and magazines print articles Ger- 
many, translations modern German novels and dramas appear 
perhaps larger numbers than was the case before the great 
the literary journals exhibit lively interest the intellect- 
ual movements German-speaking countries, and the business 
world because the introduction the Dawes plan turning its 
attention markets which again hold promise excellent returns. 
Under these circumstances becomes imperative for teachers 
German use every legitimate means improving the position 
German our schools, colleges, and universities. 

The first step taken order accomplish this end obvi- 
ously the formation organization embracing all teachers 
German every part the country. Only co- 
operation can hope accomplish anything tangible. teach- 
ers colleges and universities can learn from the men and women 
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the schools whose problems are more essentially pedagogic. They 
turn can profit contact with those whose main business 
keep abreast new currents the higher life Germany. 
Such contacts, though always prime importance, were never suffi- 
ciently achieved. the present juncture the necessity for them 
has become imperative. Let one pretend that new organization 
unnecessary and point the various teachers’ organizations al- 
ready existence. none these the idea great national 
blending all teachers German stressed. many cases they 
are composed the teachers the various modern languages 
persons who are teaching more than one language. But the 
editor Hispania has well pointed out (vol. 189), teacher 
can owe allegiance more than one language and the teaching 
any language can improved nothing much every 
teacher’s concentrating the language his her predilection. 

Considerations such these and the fact that the American As- 
sociation Teachers Spanish already full bloom and 
American Association Teachers French the making, 
the autumn 1926 induced group teachers German New 
York City and vicinity establish the Metropolitan Chapter 
organization teachers German which they hope will spread 
all parts the country and which meant include men and 
women schools, colleges, and universities. large number 
persons were soon found who heartily concurred the aims the 
founders. 

And now, precisely what are these aims? 

The answer There really can only one answer: 
spread the knowledge German this country increasing the 
efficiency the teaching German. 

And how the founders imagine that the new organization can 
help bring about this result? 

First all drawing into the organization many teachers 
German possible from all over the country. this fashion, 
they feel, self-confidence, energy, and the consciousness power can 
best stimulated among us. 

But more. Necessary are increase self-confidence and 
joyous energy, even more important for is, the founders feel, 
ideal increased efficiency. Not that there have been lacking 
ability and the highest standards. common knowledge that 
teachers German yielded none their colleagues other fields 
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the matter professional excellence. Yet great, part 
violent, have been the changes various directions since the war 
that order remain abreast the times must abandon much 
that was familiar and learn much that novel variance 
with tradition. 

Not only have important new theories arisen the pedagogy 
language but the new conditions Germany make review our 
text-books imperative. Even before the war were all too prone 
eling old, familiar names and overlook the importance for 
our students the great German narrators, dramatists, and lyrists 
since the days the Was for instance wise compel 
American boys and girls read Emilia Galotti, when there were 
the works Kleist, Grillparzer, Hebbel, Otto Ludwig, 
Hauptmann, and Schnitzler? Was not regrettable that 
had Reader which contained more than few passages from the 
pages the great prose-writers since Freytag? Now that Germany 
presents wholly new face, now that some the greatest masters 
modern prose have appeared there, should doing our duty 
unless insisted the publication texts more modern and 
hence more vital our students than most those have been 
thumbing for 

The founders the new organization, convinced they are 
the necessity many changes our teaching-methods, strongly 
feel that one the chief aims should reside attempt, 
through papers read meetings and through discussions, help 
those teachers who find with recent currents difficult, 
become energetically alive the new problems and the new pos- 

Many other fields activity will instantly suggest themselves 
the reader. was aim point out only the most obvious. 

Now, far the details organization are concerned, those 
will have solved later. far, have large chapter

are process formation other states. One the most im- 
portant problems before the welding these chapters into 
efficient national organization. For that purpose need new 
constitution and especially Journal. organization this kind 
can flourish without medium organization and discussion. 
Complicated some these problems may seem, they can solved

How fruitful the work the new organization may become has 
already been clearly demonstrated the meetings the Metro- 
politan Chapter, which took place the course the school-year 
now drawing its close.

And such group 
working shoulder shoulder with teachers other languages will 
position its share towards fullfilling that ideal dear 
the heart every one us: make American culture richer and 
more many-sided than any history.

six states was given only one school; nine more only 
two schools. 

The best showing the number schools offering German 
was made Massachusetts, which gave German opportunities 
per cent. its public secondary schools, enrolling, however 
the German classes only little over per cent. all modern lan- 
guage students. Wisconsin, where only per cent. the 
schools offered German, nearly per cent. all the modern lan- 
guage enrollments the state were German. Even so, Massa- 
chusetts had the year mentioned more German students than 
Wisconsin, 2,662 against 2,316. The contrast explained the 
relatively high modern language interest Massachusetts, where 
the modern language enrollments are per cent. the total school 
enrollment, and the relatively low modern language interest Wis- 
consin, where the corresponding figure under per cent. Min- 
nesota enrolled the German courses per cent. and Illinois 
per cent. its modern language students. Next pupil interest 
came Pennsylvania, where per cent. the schools, per cent. 
all modern language enrollments appeared the German list. 
New York the corresponding figures are: per cent. the 
schools offering German and per cent. the modern language 
students German courses. 

Where the figures are small those reported for German 
they can only register tendencies. These point toward the gradual 
reopening opportunities for German study liberal scale 
Massachusetts and modest scale Wisconsin, Minnesota, IIli- 
nois, Pennsylvania, New York and New Jersey, with relatively 
low pupil interest compared with the other modern languages, 
except Wisconsin. The pupil interest, shown the ratio 
enrollment the school enrollment varies course with 
the general language interest the locality, being nowhere outside 
Wisconsin greater than per cent. the total enrollment 
the schools where the language was offered. 

The figures reported above were gathered from school records 
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the spring (April) 1925 for the greater part; the remainder for 
the fall and winter term 1925-26. highly probable 
that the totals have increased since then.

The classical inquiry 
tabulates for total 10,710 schools; the Modern Foreign Language Study, 
10,887. The former, however, omits from its figures pupils the seventh and 
eighth grades the junior high school. The number such pupils is, how- 
ever, very small. 1925 only 754 German students were reported from 624 
junior high schools! 

The figures tabulated, for the spring semester quarter 1925, are 
not exhaustive, but the sample includes per cent. all colleges and universi- 
ties the United States, embracing somewhat larger percentage the 
entire undergraduate population.

What these figures mean? The temptation prophesy 
strong, but must resisted. Certainly those states which 
German formerly enjoyed wide study, New York state and its neigh- 
bors and the North Central group, with perhaps Missouri, likely 
the study the language will continue grow for number 
years. The rapidly increasing appreciation Germany’s post- 
bellum revival and reorganization the political, and eul- 
tural fields has already led revision war-time prejudices 
against the language those sections which are not isolated from 
world currents thought, and progress this direction certainly 
going forward with rapidity. Every friend American education 
must desire hasten such trend, for true now ever 
the history the country that the language Germany and Aus- 
tria opens American youth treasure houses culture and 
practical knowledge that are untold value. This may said 
without any desire attack criticize the study any other lan- 
guage, whether French, Spanish Italian, each which can make 
valuable contribution American culture. 

The practical question involved the selection modern 
foreign language for the schools extremely complex one. Out 
more than 10,000 schools tabulated the Study, including 
more than per cent. all secondary school pupils the country 
and considerably larger percentage all modern language pupils, 
only per cent. offer more than one modern foreign language. 
one who has followed the trend American secondary education 
will believe that these offerings the modern languages are likely 
increase with relation other subjects the curriculum, espe- 
cially all but these schools offer Latin addition the two 
modern foreign languages. strongly entrenched, and 
likely remain under these conditions. The return German 
the secondary schools, even those sections lying the Eastern 
seaboard and the North Central states, which have traditional 
and historical reasons for studying it, will have face great diffi- 
considerable part this region, notably the New 
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England states, French has strong hold school tradition and 
its position everywhere now reinforced eultural and also 
sentimental appeals. Spanish based solid and eco- 
interest the Southwestern states, and such arguments will 
certainly lose nothing their force other parts the Union 
reciprocal relations between ourselves and Central and South 
American countries develop. 

These facts are not necessarily discouraging for those who 
believe that German should have wide offering and wide election 
the schools. They call however, for close study the situa- 
tion and attempt seek the road which these results may 
attained. Much time and energy has been wasted bemoaning the 
loss the former position German studies, which after all had 
many illogical aspects, some them actually harmful American 
education. present school administrators and students edu- 
view the great financial burden which the secondary 
schools impose, examine with more care than heretofore the actual 
accomplishments every part the Especially the 
question prognosis plays part the thinking all who seek 
for solution American secondary school problems. From this 
standpoint the attitude great many Latin teachers undoubtedly 
rests fallacy, the historical illusion, nourished most actively 
the South and Central West, that every secondary school pupil 
should study Latin. This not the place this question 
its bearing the whole tangled subject secondary school 
curriculum, but for any one who has higher ideal American 
secondary education than merely watch the wheels school ad- 
ministration around plain that the application some form 
prognosis and elimination among the hundreds thousands 
language pupils urgent need. The modern language teacher 
not take his first ideal greater number pupils French, 
German Spanish, but better pupils and better opportunities 
achieve something with those whom has. 

The difficulties which now surround the modern languages 
secondary school subjects are well known that 
necessary enumerate them. Certain them are purely adminis- 
trative nature and must await for their solution better organ- 
ization the school, better liaison between elementary school and 
high school, wide administration intelligence tests and place- 
ment tests admission school and better classifica- 
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tion pupils than has heretofore been carried through except 
few private, experimental institutions. the meantime, however, 
the language teachers are not helpless many seem think. 
The road which help may come that line 
with numerous undertakings that have been launched all lan- 
guages. Such are the reorganization curricula the basis 
the actual progressive requirements the language shown 
the relative frequency use language materials (vocabulary, 
idioms, syntactical phenomena, and provision for standard 
tests which shall objective measurements achievement the 
foreign languages. Undertakings this character have unfortu- 
nately been greeted many language teachers, including some 
whose ability and experience command high prestige, with criticism 
indifference. Much has been said about the over-standardization 
courses, about depriving the teacher initiative and reducing 
the pupil deadly level mediocrity. clear, however, 
reflection that the danger over-standardization can not arise until 
have attained some standards, and thus far there one who 
can say what the secondary school college student average in- 
telligence should know after one, two three years’ study 
French, German Spanish. fears need entertained for 
teacher pupil initiative this has survived the College Entrance 
Board examinations and Regents’ examinations, which attempt 
test ability the basis standards which are quite indefinite, with 
instruments that the selection the material and the 
answers are highly subjective. place these standardized tests, 
when based vocabulary and grammatical phenomena selected 
with view actual the language, and 
constructed devices which insure objectivity response and 
rating, liberate both teacher and pupil from the fear injustice 
and erratic procedure. The use such tests must eventually 
insure that attainment will measured the basis properly 
organized materials instruction, and the results may then com- 
pared with the norms performance many thousand pupils. 
teachers are guardians the traditions race and nation 
and this begets conservatism which too often colors our attitude 
toward every innovation. hoard traditional ideas and practices

The effect which this has upon the 
organization modern foreign language study shows itself time- 
limitations the pupil degree which from the European stand- 
point makes the efforts the teacher appear futile. the 32,870 
students German reported the secondary schools 
1925, 20,020 were the first year, 10,282 the second year, 2,381 
the third year and only 187 the fourth year study. Un- 
doubtedly some this due the peculiar conditions surround- 
ing German studies since the war, and that the showing (only 
per cent. all first-year German pupils into the third 
year and less than per cent. into the fourth) worse than for 
French and Spanish, not surprising. However for neither 
these languages the figures rise above per cent. and per cent. 
This means that per cent. modern language pupils carry 
the subject school for more than two years and per cent. 
for more than three years. might expected that large 
number the pupils would continue the modern languages col- 
lege. Such not the case. The statistics which the Study has 
gathered for more than one-third the eolleges and universities

there any prospect this situation changing? Under the 
leadership Dr. Price and backed attitude from 
many sides, effort being made New York state require 
the study foreign language for three years those seeking 
Regents’ certificates.

PETER HAGBOLDT 


lamentable confusion regard the most desirable aim 
our courses gradually clearing up. The conviction growing 
that the reading aim most classes soundest and safest soundest 
because our geographic isolation from European safest 
because the relatively short time our students are able devote 
the language and the necessity choosing definitely attainable 
end. 

former years have attempted teach many things: aural 
comprehension and speaking, written comprehension and writing, 
appreciation foreign culture and literature, and, besides, Eng- 
lish. These are, sure, good and praiseworthy intentions, but 
they are wise only under ideal conditions and courses attended 
serious students during long period time. brief courses 
emphasize one clearly defined and attainable end and look 
all other language abilities indeed desirable, but not all in- 
dispensable, by-products. der Beschränkung zeigt sich der 
Meister. 

Supposing, now, that our aim given course reading 
knowledge German, must ask ourselves what amount 
grammar should teach and how intensively what point 
recall our students should study this grammar. 

Speaking general terms say that our reader needs knowl- 
edge grammar, but always fail state what mean 
knowledge and what grammar. define these concepts 
terms ‘‘reading ability’’ they will change their usual connota- 
tion entirely. Knowledge reading course does not mean active 
knowledge mastery, but the simple ability recognize, iden- 
tify forms language; and grammar does not mean the entire 
mass linguistic facts usually treated elementary grammar,

Strong verbs must learned with their vowel gradation, for 
the student must able reduce past participle form 
the past its infinitive order able find its meaning. 
The nine irregular weak verbs and the modal auxiliaries with their 
various meanings should also receive special attention. Nothing 
hinders real progress reading more than deficient knowledge 
the strong verbs. 

The formation the passive voice quite important. 
Though less frequent German than English, is, neverthe- 
less, one the major difficulties even for the reading student. 

thorough familiarity with the simple principles the 
formation subjunctive forms and tenses and their various uses 
essential. 

Dependent word order should closely observed from the 
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beginning. Normal word order and inversion need not empha- 
sized nor does the relative position objeets and adverbs. 

hardly necessary emphasize the importance much 
and careful drill pronuneiation. The more the student reads 
the more will his mistakes become unchangeable habits they are 
not constantly corrected. 

While these are topics for careful study and while they need, 
strictly speaking, not be.committed memory, probably best 
advise their study for permanent retention. According 
personal experience, much safer ask the student for little 
too much than for too little. require student able 
recognize given set forms will usually not able recog- 
nize them. tell him, however, that should commit forms 
memory, will, sure, not commit them memory, but 
will least know them passively, that is, understand them when 
found reading. The best way learning recognize forms, 
however, probably for most students goodly amount practice 
writing out exercises and vocalizing and using the various 
forms short sentences. This very good substitute for pure 
memory work, which should not relied upon except mature 
students.

exaggeration say that active mastery requires many times 
more effort and time. reading ability German depends very 
much upon large general passive good knowledge 
verb, the formation the passive voice, and the 
subjunctive forms, tenses and uses; power interpret correctly 
great many idioms and usages; and, finally, accurate 
knowledge large vocabulary the student’s special field 
interest. Difficulties like the noun preceded number modi- 
fiers, inflected present participle preceded zu, condi- 
tional sentence beginning with the verb, the long involved 
sentences author who does not periods, are best 
overcome intensive reading class, and problems they are 
far more vital than the topics have mentioned not requiring 
great stress. 

The cardinal question which the instructor should ask himself 
before presenting grammatical problems reading class is, 
will the knowledge this phenomenon contribute the 
student’s ability comprehend the printed page?’’ an- 
swers this question wisely and keeps mind that the only 
effective way learning how read the actual practice 
reading, then his and his students’ success assured. reading 
courses are inclined teach too much grammar rather than 
not enough and, perhaps also, insist upon too active knowledge 
forms where the ability recognize and identify them actually 
sufficient.

Professor Pope’s Reader comes very opportune, being the out- 
growth years teaching experience and happily combining old 
material established value with articles modern Germany 
which are conspicuously absent readers edited before 1918. 
The first selections Unser Schulzimmer Meine Familie may 
read connection with almost any beginners’ book, while the 
articles Berlin und Potsdam and Uber Sprache und Literatur 
further emphasize the main objective the reader which evidently 
enlarge the student’s grasp every-day language. The 
pages reading matter, which difficulty nowhere surpass 
Grimm’s fairy-tales, can easily mastered the second half 
beginners’ course before longer stories the Immensee-type are 
introduced.

But somehow the 
editor felt that the attitude, thus pertinently described, was not 
very scholarly one. draws sharp line between the natural 
reader and the serious student. And precisely for the latter 
that intended his introduction. course the editor does say 
the preface that the ‘‘is excellently adapted early 
reading.’’ that the case, the editor must have had very mature 
and serious students his classes—students who could appreciate 
the editor’s injunction, wit, that Schiller’s dramas (those com- 
posed after 1793) are unintelligible anybody unless has 
least some knowledge the Ethics and Kant and 
Schiller.

Explanation word-composition also given the notes, very 
concise form. 

The German questions are numerous enough call for de- 
tailed study the text read and are suitable difficulty. 

The direct-method exercises furnish very thorough and varied 
drill grammatical principles and word-formation. They are 
well distributed, with important principles such indirect dis- 
course and word-formation recurring intervals, varied forms. 
Each drill preceded explanation, German, the gram- 
matical principle drilled, with concise illustrations. 

The vocabulary has been very carefully prepared. would 
seem advisable, however, include such words used the German 
explanatory notes the students could hardly expected know 
this stage their work. true that many cases the con- 
text the second synonym given will enable the student guess 
the meaning. This is, however, not always the case, e.g., the 
explanation Tornister: Deutschland ist der Tornister 
durch den auf dem Rücken getragenen anschmiegsameren 
Rucksack aus festem Segeltuch verdringt worden. Unless an- 
schmiegsam, Scgeltuch and verdrängen are included the vocabu- 
lary, the average student will not understand this explanation. 

The arrangement the material the best possible; neatly 
and compactly placed the page. The print, especially the 
questions and exercises, unusually small, though very clear. 

The teacher German who wishes use the reading text 
help the student’s active vocabulary and give him greater 
power the use German, should find this carefully edited text 
very interesting.
